As you probably know, the eggs 
which develope into cabbage mag- 
gots are laid by a small black fly 
much like a house fly. These eggs 
will be laid for about a month de- 
pending a bit on the weather. 

The simplest control in the home 
garden is to put a little disk around 
the stem of the cabbage plant as 
you set it into the ground. This will 
hold, too, for cauliflower and other 
members of the cabbage family. 
This disk is about two inches 
square and split to the middle with 
a hole in the middle just large 
enough to fit around the stem of 
the plant. This disk keeps the eggs

SMOKING CARS 


There are a great many people who do not like to ride in 
a smoking car when on a train. Smoke is offensive to some, 
even to smokers at times. That is the reason, presumably, why 
the railroads set aside a certain car on every train for the 
smokers—to keep them from annoying the non-smokers. 

But there are many more smokers than there used to be, 
and many of them seem to have the idea that they should be 
allowed to smoke in whatever car they please. Just get on one 
of the commuters’ trains to Boston any morning in the week, 
and you'll probably get the impression that there are more 
smoking cars than otherwise. 

Most of the morning smokers are young people, many of 
them girls, apparently enroute to Boston to attend school. And 
too many of them pay absolutely no attention to the “no 
smoking’’ signs. The conductors don’t always pay attention to 
those signs, either. 

Unquestionably those in charge of the trains have more 
difficulty enforcing the no smoking rules today than they did 
in former days, and some of them have apparently thrown ui 
their hands and cried, ‘‘What’s the use?’ 

But it does seem as though the Boston & Maine had an 
obligation to those who do not want to smoke, and who do not 
want to smell smoke on their way to and from Boston. 

People who do NOT smoke in cars plainly marked “no 
smoking” certainly do not offend anybody by refraining from 
lighting a cigarette. Some of those who DO smoke in cars 
plainly marked ‘‘no smoking’’ do offend with every puff! 

It would seem as though the conductors should at least 
call the attention of smokers to the fact that they are “‘out of 
bounds’ when they smoke where they are not supposed to.

Archbishop Cushing, addressing the Steel Workers Con- 
vention in Boston Tuesday, spoke of the important roles that 
both labor and management play in the nation’s welfare, and 
he added a word of wisdom.

On paper it 
is not difficult to draw plans 
whose simplicity carries convic- 
tion. From a simple beginning, 
the what-can-we-control-next brig- 
ade can sooner or later lose sight 
of the individual, forcing him to 
fit into the jig-saw puzzle that has 
been created. For the danger is 
that a plan here demands one 
there to guarantee success of the 
first, and another one to take care 
of that possibility, another to
